In  this  list  are  contained  some  of  the  most  valued 
plants  for  landscape  effects.  Only  a personal  fa- 
miliarity with  the  various  plants  in  our  collection 
could  give  you  an  adequate  idea  of  the  variety  of 
color  effects  they  present.  There  are  deep  and  light 
greens,  bright  and  sombre  golden  tints  and  soft 
steel  gray  and  blues. 

The  different  types  of  growth  in  this  class  pro- 
vides truly  “a  plant  for  every  place  and  problem.” 
Some  for  the  small  and  limited  foundation  planting, 
some  for  bed  or  border  use;  others  for  screenings, 
hedge  and  windbreaks.  There  are  still  others,  if 
an  individual  specimen  is  desired.  Quite  a few  of 
the  taller  growing  varieties  may  be  used  in  connec- 
tion with  the  dwarf  growing  types  as  they  will  stand 
severe  shearing.

Arbor-Vitae— Thuya 

This  ornamental  group  as  a whole,  though  includ- 
ing many  varieties  of  upright  growth,  does  not  at- 
tain great  heights  at  maturity,  and  is  adapted  to 
small  lawns,  as  well  as  large  areas.  The  soft,  fern- 
like foliage  blends  admirably  in  group  or  border 
plantings,  while  their  neat  habit  and  compact  ap- 
pearance make  them  valuable  for  cemetery  speci- 
mens, or  individual  planting  on  open  lawns,  in  win- 
dow-boxes, vases,  or  for  house  decorations.  When 
used  as  hedges,  the  taller-growing  sorts  make  a 
splendid  background  for  other  ornamental  plants, 
and  provide  protection  and  seclusion  for  the  flower 
or  vegetable  garden.

Climbing  and  Clinging  Vines 

Climbing  vines  are  as  necessary  to  the  comfort 
and  beauty  of  the  home  as  the  trees  and  shrubs  we 
plant  about  it.  They  mature  quickly  and  tone  down 
the  stiff,  bold  angles  of  new  buildings,  and  give 
shade  and  flowers  over  verandas  and  trellises.  They 
are  also  used  on  steep  slopes  and  banks  to  prevent 
washing.  They  will  ramble  over  unsightly  neglected 
places  and  make  them  beautiful.  They  require  very 
little  attention. 

Ampelopsis  (Ivy).  We  have  three  varieties.  Vir- 
ginia Creeper,  Japanese  or  Boston  Ivy,  and  the  im- 
proved Virginia  Creeper.
